By the Associated Press 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.— Finan­ 
cing the farmers of the country 
in the- marketing of their crops de­ 
mands new methods of extending 
credit so as to prevent unjust price 
depreciation, Henry M. Robinson, a 
banker of Los Angeles, who was 
chairman of .The United State Bi­ 
tuminous coal commission, declared 
today in addressing the convention 
of the American Bankers’ associa­ 
tion.

point of view and the establish­ 
ment by producers of co-operative 
marketing agencies wTere suggested 
as 
means 
for 
improving 
present 
conditions. 
"There are many evidences,” de 
d ared Mr. Robinson, "of growing 
dissatisfaction on the part of the 
producers of many commodities who 
claim they are being discriminated 
against by bankers or those in con­ 
trol of credit facilities, and theifj 
is constant agitation by such pro­ 
ducers for an extension of the prin­ 
ciple of co-operative marketing to 
remedy or at least relieve the situa- 4 
tion. 
"Bankers must meet this prob­ 
lem. There must be a modification 
of the old attitude. Whether this 
should

operative marketing remains to be 
decided.

a missionary in the heart of India. 
He now represents the board of 
foreign missions of the Methodist 
Epicopal Church in Chicago, work­ 
ing in connection with the com­ 
mittee on conservation and advance. 
“The reason is very C leary Dr. 
Baber said. 
“The people of ^idia 
are so poor ihat the great mass of 
them live on the coarser grains, 
such as barley, rye, lice, etc. Wheat 
is eaten only by the wealthy peo­ 
ple, and is grown largely for ex­ 
port, so that even in the face of 
famine it is better to export the 
wheat, anti to use the money re­ 
ceived 
in 
buying 
coarser 
grains, 
which the poor people are accust­ 
omed to eat. 
“There 
are always 
good 
crops 
in some parts of India, and now 
with 
their 
modern 
railroad 
sys­ 
tems, the government is able to 
transport grain from one part to 
another, 
thus 
in 
some 
measure 
alleviating the rigor of famine. 
“Just now famine is due very 
largely to our old friend H. C. L. 
The cost of living in India has 
risen in portion more than it has 
in America and the people there 
are totally different economic basis 
have had a frightful time of it. 
Until some readjustment in wages 
and living expense has been made, 
something akin 
to 
famine condi­ 
tions is bound to obtain. 
If India 
can sell its wheat, which is com­ 
paratively a high priced product, to 
the outside world, the money ob­

problems there."

5,000 Oklahomans have joined the 
Odd Fellows since the first of the 
year, according to officials of the 
order in Muskogee for the annual 
meeting. The report of Grand Secre­ 
tary 
G. 
W. 
Bruce 
showed 
that 
3,348 new members were gained up 
to June 30, while nearly two thous­ 
and 
more have joined 
since that 
date, it is estimated. 
The present membership in the 
state is about 45,000, it is declared. 
Of these about 
9,000 
are past 
grands while more than 90 per cent 
have passed the third degree. More 
than 21,000 degrees were conferred 
during the year. 
About $73,000 was paid for relief 
to widows, orphans, and for burial 
purposes, 
the 
secretary’s 
report 
shows. 
The two orphan homes maintain­ 
ed by the order— at Carmen and 
Checotah, cost approximately $59,- 
000 during the year, the reports 
show. The Carmen home is much 
the bigger of the two. An average 
of 173 have been cared for at an 
average cost of less than $25, it is 
said. 
Oklahoma City carried off honors 
in the last day of the convention. 
To the capital of Oklahoma went 
the 1921 gathering and the proba­ 


ble location of the permanent head­ 
quarters of the state organization. 
Along writh these honors will go, it 
is said, the naming of Oklahoma 
City both as the permanent head­ 
quarters of the lodge and the per­ 
manent convention city. 
Oklahoma City has been •getting 
the 
convention 
every 
other 
year 
for some tim e past, and many in 
the order have favored making it 
the permanent convention city. Its 
selection for 1921 means that few 
conventions in the future will be 
held outside of the c a p ita l.'Other 
cities are out of the running, not 
because they can’t entertain the con­ 
vention, but because of the more 
central 
location 
of the capital. 
The building project was revived 
in grand lodge meeting, when the 


com m ittee in charge was authorized 
to get options on several available 
sites between now and the next con­ 
vention. These options will be taken 
almost entirely in Oklahoma City, 
officials said, pointing to this city 
as the probable choice of the grand 
lodge in 1921 as the building site.
